the Decatur Lions Club: 
Decatur College w as established as 
a four-year college in 1892. 
The Bap­ 
tist 
general 
convention 
bought 
the 
property In 1897, and established it as 
a junior college in 1898, making De­ 
catur College the oldest junior college 
in the world. 
Decatur College is now closing its 
thirty-sixth w a r as a junior college, 
with an enrollment of 170 for I9B3- 
1934, which is about the average of 
the BG years. 
The highest enrollment was 251 and 
the sm allest 127, four years ago, and 
it 
is 
estimated 
that 
around 
three 
thousand 
different 
people 
have at­ 
tended this school, which has among 
its graduates such leading citizens as 
preachers, 
lawyers, 
doctors, 
educat­ 
ors, 
merchants, 
farmers and stock­ 
men, which as a rule, measure up to 
the standards of any community. 
This college should he commended 
for 
its 
religious life. 
W hile It 
is 
operated by the Baptist denomination, 
yet it is not tin* policy of the presi­ 
dent or faculty to try to influence 
converts 
to 
that 
denomination, hut 
they are left free to join the church 
of their choice and it is remarkable 
how few 
iii number have left this 
school 
without becoming Christians; 
and no estimation can he placed on 
the great good tins school has bone 
for the world in this connection. 
The dean of this college. Dr. Get- 
tys, is a graduate from this school, 
has a bachelors degree from Baylor 
University, m aster’s degree from Chi­ 
cago I iii varsity, and doctor's degree 
from Leland Stanford University of 
California. 
Mr. Tinsley has been the 
same route as, far as his M. A. de­ 
gree. and has already done consider­ 
able work on his doctor’s degree. 
All 
heads of departments have M. A. de­ 
gums: and while I am on the faculty 
Niiojert. I would just like to say this: 
i do not believe there is a more con­ 
secrated. loyal group of men aud wo­ 
rn* a in any Christian school in the 
country than those of Decatur Col­ 
lege. 
It might interest some of you 
to know that out of the cash collec­ 
tions ait* paid the expense of operat­ 
ing tin* dining room first; then after 
taking out the expense of heat and 
lights, 
the actual 
cash is prorated 
among the faculty, the faculty mem­ 
bers accepting notes and accounts for 
the 
balance of 
their 
salary. 
The 
whole faculty, except 
the president, 
live at the college, and all fake their 
meals in the college dining room, so 
that they have their living guaran­ 
teed. 
Some of the late students in Deca­ 
tur College have made outstanding 
records 
at 
other 
schools. 
For 
in­ 
stance, Joy Bell has bai her classes 
at Baylor for two years. 
When Mrs. 
I*. L. Jones placed her boys, who are 
graduates of Decatur College, in the 
State University, she was advised by 
Lion Woodruff not to expect the good 
grades there that they had made in 
Decatur; and yet one of her boys the 
first year made 14 straight A's and 
the other two boys were not far lie- 
hind. 
I give you these facts to de­ 
monstrate that no better foundation 
can bi* laid for a higher education 
than that given in Decatur College.

CANNING PLANT 
BEING INSTALLED 


Other Factories Will Be 
Located at Points 
In County 


“Two hours from tilt1 garden to the 
can, 
will tx* the slogan of the can­ 
ning center which is being installed 
here by the Texas Relief Commission, 
according to County Relief Adminis­ 
trator Floyd Helm. 
The plant will 
lie located in the old City National 
bank building, east side of the public 
square. 
‘‘The slogan cannot De over empha­ 
sized,” said Mr. Helm. 
“Vegetables 
must he gathered the day they are 
canned.” 
The administrator also stated that 
it w as Important that farmers who 
are planning to have their produce 
canned pay attention to the procedure 
by which they will dispose of their 
products. 
First, the farmers will contact Mrs. 
IL 
F. Christian, 
supervisor of the 
plant, who will be there daily. 
Then 
they will fill out the producer’s agree­ 
ment. listing produce they desire to 
have canned and stating the day and 
hour they will deliver it to the cen­ 
ter; agreeing also to abide by the 
rules of the canning plant. 
When the 
ippointed time arrives they must be 
it the plant with their produce. 
After leaving his produce at the 
•enter the farmer will be given a date 
o return for his share of the canned 
food. 
The farmer will receive 45 per 
•eat of the vegetables, the commission 
>5 lier cent : of the meat canned, the 
commission will receive 40 per cent* 
the farmer OO per cent. 
Equipment, 
cans and labor will be furnished by 
the center. 
This method of disposal will net 
the farmer more than if he sold his 
produce 
thru 
regular 
commercial 
channels. 
It 
has 
been 
estimated 
that 
the 
farmer 
will 
receive 
about 
$2 per 
bushel 
for 
his 
roasting ears, each 
bushel canning about 43 cans. 
The 
farmer will receive about twenty cans 
which arc worth ten cents a can. For 
his tomatoes, the farmer will receive 
about $1 
per bushel under this ar­ 
rangement. 
The relief office urges tho farmers 
to contact Mrs. Christian as soon a s 
possible in order to have produce on 
band with which to begin the plant. 
it is recognized now that cineration^ 
will start off slowly on account of 
drouth, and the decrease of the vol­ 
ume of vegetables available, but it Is 
also recognized that a rain any time 
soon 
would 
soon 
produce 
a 
large 
quantity of certain kinds of commodi­ 
ties admirable for canning. 
In the 
event of rain by August I, there is 
no doubt that a large quantity of fall 
gardens will he planted for a canning 
supply, and, 
in 
the fall, 
the meat 
canning season w ill begin.

Because the Decatur store was his first business ven­ 
ture, and because of the staunch friends and customers 
of the early days, as well as loyal patrons and friends 
who have stood by the store throughout thirty-seven 
years, Mr. Perkins has a feeling of deep gratitude and 
because of this feeling toward the “old home town” and 
the store that really was the cradle of a great merchan- 
tile institution, he has spared no expense in making the 
Decatur store one of the most outstanding and best 
equipped stores in the entire chain.
